Enrollment Is 

Greatly Increased 

361 Total Includes 
120 Veterans 

This mid-term the enrollment 
in Tyler Junior College began to 
assume a pre-war status. The pre¬ 
sent enrollment is 361, which is 
a composite of 72 shop students, 
20 night school students, and 269 
academic students. The only night 
class at present is a shorthand 
class composed of twenty students. 

Of the 361 enrollees, 120 are 
veterans of World War II. Records 
in the Dean’s office indicate that 
a major in Engineering is the 
choice of one-third of these men. 
Studying to be machinists is sec¬ 
ond highest on the list of voca¬ 
tions, and radio is third. After 
that, the records show wide vari¬ 
ations. Every major from account¬ 
ing to welding is selected. During 
the war, T.J.C. received very few 
requests for courses in, say, agri¬ 
culture, optometry, or architec¬ 
ture. However, present demands 
have initiated the expansion of 
the curriculum in T.J.C. to in¬ 
clude preparatory courses in al¬ 
most all vocations.
